Inflation, if, as and when it comes, probably won*t 
take the form of printing press money. If the Ad- 
ministration has its way, it will be done through an cx- 
tcmion of bank credit.

GOV. HORNER AND TAX RELIEF : 
Neither the Democratic party's pledge nor the 
Governor's was made good ^at the last session of the 
Legislature. On the contrary, the governor and other 
leaders of the Democratic party in Illinois browbeat 
the Senate into defeating legislation that would have 
opened the way for the promised relief, says the Cjhi- 
cago American. 

That legislation was the Bcderman resolution. It 
proposed to submit to the people of Illinois, at the elec- 
tion of November, 1934, an amendment to the revenue 
article of the state constitution that would limit taxes 
on all property to 1 per cent of the property's fair 
cash value, exclusive of bond obligations, and would 
exempt from taxation $1,000 of valuation on any 
property occupied as a homestead. 

Thus if you owned and lived in a house worth, 
with its lot, $1,000 or less, you would pay NO tax^on 
it. If you owned and lived in a ^5,000 house you 
would pay taxes on $4,000 of its value. '!,.'■) * 

The Bcderman resolution was earnestly supported 
by business men, farmers, real estate dealers, home 
owners, both downstate and in Cook county. And it 
was passed by the House by the astounding raajoricy c^f 
128 to y. 

Its passage in the Senate seemed assured also. 
Many senators had promised co support it. But in the 
closing days of the session Governor Horner and other 
Democratic leaders, from Chicago, went into the Sen- 
ate committee rooms, summoned the Democratic sena- 
tors before them and ordered the Bederman resolution 
killed. 

It WAS killed. And with its death thousands of 
real csutc owners throughout Illinois, who* had been 
roused to a new hope by the prospect of its passage, 
sank again into the lethargy of despair. 

Real estate in Illinois now bnrs 85 PER CENT 
OF THE TAX LOAD. That must be reduced sharp- 
ly. By including tax relief legislation in the call for 
'the second special legislative session Governor Horner 
can do his part toward bringing that reduction nearer. 
Also he can demonstrate that he meant what he 
said on last Januar>' 9 when, in his inaugural address 
he declared: 

"T/je Legislature should be free to shift 
equitably and justly the tax burden from sub- 
\ect to subject and object to object, accord- 
ing to capacity to pay and equities of the 
matter," 

Passage of a resolution like the Bederman proposal 
would give the Legislature the right to "shift the tax 
burden," provided the people of Illinois, at the refer- 
endum, ratified it. 

Vl'ith thousands of them losing their homes and 
farms because of excessive taxation, it can scarcely be 
doubted that they U'^OULD ratify it. 

At least they should have the chance to VOTE 
on it. 
NOTE: 

The Bcderman resolution, the most constructive 
measure otTcred at the regular session of the legislature, 
was Introduced by Rep. Edwin B. Bcderman, Republi- 
can of Chicago, and an associate member of the Manag- 
ing Committee of the Republican State Central Com- 
mittee. It was introduced as- a Republican * party 
measure and will have the support of the Republicans 
if reintroduced at the special session. Republican lead- 
ers, liowcvcr, doubt the sincerity of the sudden change 
of front on the part of the Horncr-Kelly-Xash ma- 
chine with regard to the measure, and expect that tlicrc 
will he strings attached to any Democratic 
which may again result in its defeat.

Dissolving Indebtedness 



f I |Ui subject of debt looms large 
I' M the meotal horlion of today. 
^ Quite apart from the mantfold 
queatlons bound up with the consld- 
eratlon of war debts, those sad lega- 
cies of strife which so greatly con- 
cern tk* nations at this time, there 
remains the fact that many Individu- 
als are facing a situation In which 
their assets seem inadequate to meet 
the liabilities they have Incurred. 
Often, OB a result of depreciated cur- 
rencies, they see the value of their 
pOBseeslons continually diminishing, 
and begin to question the elablllty 
they once accepted as a fixed stand* 
ard. ,J 

It is helpful to examine Jesus' 
utterances on debt In the light which 
Christian Science' throws upon tbebi. 
The first mention occurs In " the 
prayer which he gave to his disciples 
in response to their request that he 
should teach them to pray. The 
Master's words. *'Forglve us our 
debts, as we forgive our debtors," are 
wonderfully Illuminated by the spir- 
itual Interpretation which Mary 
Baker Eddy has given thorn in "Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures'; (p. 17): "And Love is 
rejlected iii tove." 

Love, then, is the primary solution 
of this question of debt — the love of 
God for His chtldren reflected by 
them to one another. Jesus evident- 
ly saw the neM of amplifying this 
subject In a woy that would be easily 
understood by his hearers, for he 
later expounded it by means of a 
parable. He told them of a servant 
who owed a vast sum which he was 
apparently unable to pay. At his 
earnest request, however, hla lord 
forgave him this debt. We read that 
thla servant tbeu went out, and find- 
ing a fellow servant who owed him a 
comparatively small amount "took 
htm by the' throat, saying. Pay me 
that thou owest." And disregarding 
the debtor's plea for patience, he cast 
him into prison. Their lord, however, 
became cognizant of the situation 
and*^withdrew his pardon, requiring 
the creditor to pay hla own debt. 

It Is interesting to notice that 
neither of these debtors protested his 
Inability to pay or asked for the 
amount to be reduced. They both 
prayed the creditor for patience, 
promislDg to pay the full amount 
owing. In the first case It la recorded 
that his lord had compassion on tho 
servant and forgave him his debt; 
while In the second the creditor took 
hla fellow 'servant by the throat,- or, 
metaphorically speaking, established 
such "a strangle hold" upon him as 
to render It Imposatble for him to 
free himself. It is clear . that the 
mental qualities of patience and com- 
passion extended to one who' la in 
ditnculties reaasur* and help him to 
win Ms freedom, while a cruel and 
uamerolful attitude of thought only 
Ughtena his bond& 



Whehlwe realise' that all, the loiv* 
and devotion of whiett we' are capabla 
we owe to Ood, who Is Love and the 
very source of all being, the meaning 
of the parable becomes apparent. 
Our obligations to God can be, ful- 
filled only In the measure of our love 
and compassion for our fellow men. 
The mental "strangle hold" of ha- 
tred, misunderstanding, envy, or 
pride expressed In our thought of our 
brother will hinder him from giving 
us the appreciation which we believe 
to be due from him, and from re- 
storing that which he owes. If we 
fail to reflect the love of God to all 
about us, the channels of our own 
capacity to give will become blocked 
with .selfishness and| jself-seuklng. 
Paul.%rltes, VOweno"Tnan any thiog, 
but to love one another,"- and Chris- 
tian Science teaches Its students that 
this debt of love must be paid by 
each and all who would find the un- 
failing stream of spiritual supply. 

Primarily, then, what Is needed 
both by nations and by individuals 
today la the compassionate under- 
standing which refuses to accept an 
erroneous viewpoint of either a debt- 
or or a creditor. We are all debtors 
to God. And as wo begin to lay down 
our sense of personal possession, the 
tight grip which fastens on matter 
and material possessions will become 
less' stringent; and In the proportion 
that we entertain divine ideas the 
proper means of liquidating our ma- 
terial obligations will become ap- 
parent. 

There Is great need of clarifying 
our thinking, and refusing to accept 
a mesmeric suggestion of annoyance 
or fear which would distort our view- 
point of one another. Thought must 
be lifted to perceive the Infinitude of 
spiritual Ideas, which are always at 
hand to supply the human require- 
ment. To Jesus the demand of the 
tax collector or the need of the mult- 
itude presented no difficulty, because 
he knew so well the aU-«mbracUig 
nature of bis Father's love. He ob- 
tained what was necessary, so con- 
scious was he of what Mrs. Eddy has 
called "the dclfic law that supply In- 
variably meets demand" (Mtscellane- 
ous'Wrltlngs, p. 46). But would this 
have been the case hnd he allowed 
his thought to become clouded with 
resentment toward any of those with 
whom he was associated? 

Tbe patience and compassion so 
continually manifested by Christ 
Jesus are needed today in' full meas- 
ure:^and In addition to these the 
quality of steadfast trust and assur- 
ance that bur Father will open to us 
the way to meet our human obliga- 
tions. Mra. Eddy has made the In- 
RPlred statement that "the right way 
wins tho right of way, even the way 
of Truth and Love whereby all our 
debts are paid, mankind blessed, and 
God glorified" (The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, and Miscellany, p. 
232). — The OhrUtian Bcience Monitor.

THATI PUAf4ET PLUTO 

Pluto Is the ninth major planet and 
, la also the latest one to bo .dlacov-* 
orod. For unnumbered years he hov- 
ered out there In the universe some 
four billions of miles away without 
being seen by the eye of man. 

But along about lOlD.-Dr. Perclval 
Lowell, founder and director of the 
Lowell Observatory, Flagstaff, Aria., 
who bad been watching the very er- 
ratic actions of Neptune for Bomo 
time, decided that there 'was some 
planet exercising undue Influence oa 
Neptune and made such a statement 
to the public. 

His announcement caused a lot of 
excitement and many eyes were 
turned to the akles. beyond Neptune 
(which at that time was y»e most dls- 
Unt planet) and after IJ years, old 
Pluto got caught by cfyde W. Trom- 
baugh. also of the Lowell observa- 
tory, In 1930. . 
Pluto Is estimated to be much 
smaller than our own earth and be- 
cause he Is not self-luminous ho Is 
hard to observe -with anything but 
the best of telescopes. And he tray- 
els through space at a very slow rate 
of not more than two or three miles 

per second. 

■ Upon first discovery, many astron- 
omers thought Pluto to be a comet 
but It has been decided now that he 
Ib a planet of the fourteenUi or fif- 
teenth magnitude. Astronomers tell 
us that Pluto will grow In brightness 
until W89 and after that period will 
gradually fade away.

THE problem of the school lunch 
really begins, not at noon, but at 
breakfast, for If the child does not ,_ 
have an nde(junto^Jiccak(u " w^Uft ■ ", 
slowl^v, ti^.Tj^ripi'io he so hungry by 
refc.<=s time that he will oat the larg- 
est part of his Inneh then luste.id of 
waiting until noon. This Is whnt tlie 
"best" breakfast Includes: One help- 
ing of frnll; one cup (tf milk, ^ cup 
cereal hreakfa.>it food (whole grain Is 
desirable) ; 2 slices of toast with but- 
ter. 

As to the lunch Itself— fresh lullk, 
vegetables, and fruits are llrst essen- 
lluls. If a hot dish containing them 
Is not served at school they sbculd 
be included In the lunch curried 
from home. Incidentally, that hot 
dish served at school Is very nec- 
essary. 

Here Is a standard "pattern" for 
the school lunch that should be fol- 
lowed In general.

For the mother whose Ideas for 
sandwich fillings have been nlK>ut ex- 
hausted by preparing lunches for a 
procejislon of school-age children, 
some suggestions may he welcome: 

Sliced hard-cooked egg. salad dress 
lug, thin slices of crisp bacon; mince*! 
egg, American cheese, chopped pickle 
and salad dressing; creamed cottage 
cheese, with clniuimon and sugar; 
bolleil or roasted beef. veal. lamb, 
mutton or chicken sliced thin and cov- 
ered with gnitod raw cnrrot and salad 
dressing; cottage cheese on one slice, 
Jam, jelly, honey, marmalade or con- 
serve on the other; peanut butter, 
ground dried fruit, salad dre.<isInK or 
fruit Juice; shredded raw spinach, a 
little grated onion, salad dressing ; 
ground dried fruits such as prunes, 
pears, or cherries, mixed with orange 
Juice or tart canned fruit Juices. 

Of course almost any sandwich Is 
Improved In both taste and nutritive 
value by the addition of such greens 
as a leaf of lettuce, shredded cab- 
bage, raw spinach or parsley. And 
this Is one way to Include that neces- 
*iary green vegetable In the lunch. 

Highly seasoned sfilnd dressings 
should not be used In sandwiches for 
young children but pinin oil dressing 
or fruit Juices improve most any sand- 
wich mixture.
